On the basis of a one minute 
doorway conversation with me, he 
questions my qualifications and 
capabilities. I invite him to a 
broader review in depth 


It would appear that Mr 
Carden has looked at the initial list 
of employers for the Fall semester 
only and made accusations of 
misrepresentations. He has 
misrepresented. Last year nearly 
4000 on-campus interviews were 
held by employers with a wide 
representation of fields 


There is no lack of aggression or 
policy about such employers 
There is a lack of staff. Again ask 
the Administration why one-third 
of the budgeted positions for

Placement have been reassigned 
elsewhere. Also why has the travel 
budget for Placement staff to visit 
employers been cut this year? Some 
recruiters have failed to return to 
CSUS for two reasons: lack of ade-

If you buy books or eat food on 
campus, chances are you're dealing 
with the Hornet Foundation. The 
Hornet Foundation is a non-profit 
auxiliary organization of Califor- 
nia State University, Sacramento 
Policy for the foundation is set bya 
board of directors and im- 
plemented by the coordinator of 
services and the food service 
manager. Being a_ non-profit 
organization, those who make up 
the board of directors are not paid 
but serve on the.r own time. There 
are nine board members; three 
faculty, four students, one ad- 
ministrator and a community 
member appointed by the 
president of the university. The 
length of term for board members 
ranges from one year for the 
student body president to three 
years for the faculty positions. 
Board meetings are at least once a 
month, but many times the 
meetings are as frequent as once a 
week. Meetings are open to 
everyone and the more people that 
come the larger the input (which is 
something the board rarely gets) 

Last year the board of directors 
authorized Karl Lorentzen, coor- 
dinator of services, to spend money 
from the plant replacement fund to 
renovate the food services 
facilities. During the summer, Karl 
contracted Environmental Design 
Inc. to do the renovation with an 
approximate cost of $90,000. This 
year some people have shown a 
concern over the amount of money 
being spent of remodeling, saying 
that the money should be used to 
improve the quality of food instead 
of improving the buildings. The 
money that is being spent on the 
remodeling is being taken from a 
fund that is set up solely tor the im- 
provement of the physical plant 
and to replace equipment. To 
utilize this money for any other

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Trustee Aston Likes Idea of Service Without Pay

The words come tumbling out, 
unlike many elected officials who 
seem to measure their declarations 
against potential votes. But then, 
Duane Aston’s Los Rios Board of 
Trustees position pays nothing, so 
there is nothing but responsibility 
to lose. 

The Los Rios Community 
College District governs the local 
campuses of Sacramento City, 
American River and Consumnes 
River Colleges. 

The CSUS physics instructor 
won his part-time office in April by 
a margin of 6.000 votes to claim the 
board’s Area 6 seat. He assumed 
official duties in July 

Aston invested $170 in the elec- 
tion and waged a personal door-to- 
door and telephone campaign. His 
personal style still prevails today 
He declined a telephone interview, 
asking instead for a face-to-face en- 
counter. 

During the 
apologized _ several 
“speechmaking.” However, most 
listeners would interpret it as en- 


interview Aston 
times for 


thusiasm and a sincere love of the 
job. 

The Temple University Ph.D. 
said he sought the trusteeship 
because he is a “community 
minded individual.” He prefers the 
present community service system, 
for “this method is a more honest 
way than full-time pay.” The 
temptations of manipulating the 
board for personal gain are fewer, 
he indicated. “I like the idea of ser- 
ving without pay for the good of 
the community.” 

“To be a good board member 
you have to go beyond what the ad- 
ministration recommends... have to 
research on your own. That is what 
makes being a board member a 
tough job.” the associate professor 
said 

Aston practices what he 
preaches. For instance, at a recent 
meeting, discussion centered on ac- 
quisition of a land parcel and 
building for use as district offices. 
Since he had taken time to eyeball 
the land, Aston was able to point 
out that two-thirds of the property 
is good only for mowing due to 
zoning laws — an important point

when one is talking in terms ap- 
proaching $1 million. The matter 
was postponed for further study. 
“T think the district will benefit 
having an academic on the board,” 
Aston opined. “I see a merging of 
the two as part of my commitment 





to higher education. | knowa lot of 
the faculty and student viewpoints 
lam close to it, | have first hand ex- 
perience with faculty and students 
“The advantage a _ faculty 
member has is flexibility. | do my 
board work in the evening on my 


own time. If I should spend an 
afternoon on a district matter, Ido 
my physics work in the evening.” 

Since July, the five-year CSUS 
instructor has been contacted by a 
small number of citizens on various 
issues, but not innumbers of “great 
consequence.” He added, “‘It is im- 
portant that the community gets 
involved with the colleges. Un- 
fortunately we always hear from 
the same ones. | realize it is almost 
too much to expect the public to 
come rushing in. Perhaps we could 
seek greater involvement through 
citizen and community com- 
mittees.” 

After three months of attending 
meetings, Aston plans to take his 
board service four years at a time 
“I feel peorle tend to become less 
effective with 'ongevity. If, after 
four years, I'm still attending 
meetings and researching. then I 
will be able to say I've been a good 
board member.” 

And if after four years he no 
longer attends meetings or resear- 
ches the issues, Duane Aston will 
probably be the first to admit it and 
step down.

Caught between two worlds 
the new world of college and the 
old world of prison — where does 
the ex-offender turn? 

More importantly, where can 
the ex-offender go in order to talk 
out his problems and hear someone 
say, “Look, | know what you 
mean. I've been through it.” 

“Prison develops a sort of 
dependency condition for an in- 
mate. Everything is done and said 
for him.” explains Hank Castro 

Castro is Associate Director of 
the College Parole Program at 
CSUS. Professor Juan D. Her- 
nandez is director of the program. 

The College Parole Program is 
oriented toward aiding the ex- 
offender in making as smooth a 


others with a common problem 

The College Parole Program 
was first conceived by ex-offenders 
who experienced a feeling of 
alienation in their adjustment to 
college life They believed that such 
a program was needed in order to 
provide for a smooth transition 
into college life 

Plans for the parole program at 
CSUS were submitted to the 
Department of Health, Education, 
and Welfare. HEW felt that the 
proposed program was worthy ofa 
grant. It began in July of this year 
and will continue for three years. 

The College Parole Program at 
CSUS is unique in its 
independence from other related 
programs. Sister programs have

“Group. involvement” and

ingredients in the overall makeup 
of the program. 

As Castro pointed out, “If an 
ex-offender is having trouble with 
his parole officer, how can he turn 
to a school counselor for nelp?” 
The counselor has little or no way 
of relating to the ex-offender's 
prison experiences. 

i “Just being motivated and hit 
with the desire for learning isn’t 
enough.” stated Castro, em- 
phasizing the need for an adequate 
parole program. The ex-offender 
needs a pat on the back once ina 
while, or just the opportunity to 
tulk to someone and have them say, 
“| know what you mean.” 

Castro compared the program 
to organizations such as Alcoholics 
Anonymous. Barriers of all types 
are crossed in AA, where people 


The director of one of these 
programs will find that his policies 
have already been set under a 
related program.

The following is a brief history 
lesson.

1. In 1804, at the age of 14, she 
was hired by the Lewis and Clark 
Expedition as an interpreter. As a 
guide she endured the entire 5,000 
mile journey, carrying her newly- 
born son every step of the way. Ac- 
cording to the journals of Lewis 
and Clark, a canoe capsized at one 
point during the trip, and she was 
responsible for saving pounds of 
valuable papers, instruments and 
medicines. In 1 884, at the age of 94, 
she died on an Indian Reservation 
in Wyoming. Who was. this 
woman? 

2. A successful nineteenth cen- 
tury writer (among her works are 
Little Women and Little Men), she 
became committed to the Women’s 
Rights Movement. She once wrote 
to a friend, “Let woman find out 
her own limitations, but in 
heaven's name give her a chance! 
Let the professions be opened to 
her. Let 50 years of college 
education be hers. And then we 
shall see what she can do!”. Who 
was this woman? 

3. The only woman to receive 
the Congressional Meda! of 
Honor, she was a doctor at the age 
of 23, and at 29 entered the Union 
Army as Assistant Surgeon with 
rank of first heutenant. In 1917, her 
name was removed from the list of 
Congressional Medal of Honor 
winners for “undisclosed reasons.” 
Who was this woman? 

4. Discovering a _ comet 
through a telescope in 1847, she 
was offered a gold medal by the 
King of Denmark. In 1874 she was 
elected president of the As- 
sociation for the Advancement of 
Women. She was the first woman 
admitted to the American 
Academy of Arts and Sciences and 
the Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Science. There is a 
crater named after her on the 
moon! Who was this woman? 

5. She began a school for Black 
girls in 1883 in Connecticut. Soon 
after, the “Black Law” was passed 
by the legislature, which forbade 
the establishment of a school which 
instructed “colored persons.” She 
broke this law and was jailed, tried 
and finally released, too broke to 
keep her school open. The last six 
years of her life the Connecticut 
legislature, largely due to the ef- 
forts of Mark Twain, granted hera 
pension partially in compensation 
for the trouble they caused her 
Who was this woman? 

6. She was the wife of the 
powerful Earl of Mercia (Lord of 
Coventry). At the request of the 
people under her husband's rule, 
she spoke to him about jowering 
the heavy taxes imposed upon his 
subjects. Not taking her too 


seriously, he agreed to lower them 


if she would nde through the town 
nude. Some say he fulfilled his 
promise after her ride. Who was 


this woman? 
7. A birth control pioneer, she 


introduced the diaphragm to the 
United States. She wrote birth con- 
trol pamphlets, lectured. and 
warned people that over- 
population was a serious problem 
She wasin and out of jail for violat- 
ing laws which forbade the dis- 
tribution of contraceptive in- 
formation. Her final goal was 
realized when the Internationa! 
Planned Parenthood Organization 
was founded in the early fifties, and 
she rested when the pill became a 
reality and women had reliable 
contraceptives. Who was this 
woman” 

8. In her capacity as a minister 
she worked to improve conditions 
in women’s and children’s prisons 
She supported the concept that 
prison terms were to “lessen crime 
and reform the criminal,” not to 
revenge crimes. She protested kill- 
ing sorneone who stole food to stay 
alive or clothing to keep warm. At 
that time, the death penalty was en- 
forced for over 200 crimes. Murder 
and stealing a loaf of bread were 
two of these crimes. Who was this 
woman? 

9. “The unofficial member of 
Lincoln's cabinet,” she devised the 
Tennessee Plan which foreign and 
domestic papers of that time hailed 
as the plan that won the Civil War 
She was also a Union espionage 
agent, collecting documents prov- 
ing that Jefferson Davis and others 
conspired to form a Southern 
United States. She was offered a 
pension for her work, but refused. 
as she was not publicly recognized 
for her part in winning the war. Tne 
government felt that it would be 
harmful if people knew that a 
woman had devised the Tennessee 
Plan. Who was this woman? 


























































































10. In 1429, this French 
teenager set out at the head of 
10,000 troops to drive the English 
out of France, and put the 
Dauphin on the throne. After she 
had beaten the English time and 
again, a dissident French faction 
captured her and sold her to the 
English.
